Net revenue from railway opera- 
tions was $299,936,640 before the 
G@eduction of taxes, uncollectable 
accounts, equipment rents and 
other expenses.

WOMAN TS DROWNED 
IN LEAP FROM PLANE 


Pilot in Another Machine Sees 
Her Struggling in Mis- 
souri River,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 18.— 
The Missouri River near Fairfax 
Airport was dragged today for the 
body of a woman who yesterday 
made a 2500-foot parachute leap 
trom a plane for the thrill of it. 

From another plane, Arthur 
Wintheiser, test pilot, said he saw 
Mrs. Ruth Dunning, 18 years old, 
alight in the river in shallow water 
and struggle with her parachute.

BANK THAT PRACTICED LAW 
FINED $1000 FOR CONTEMPT 


Commissioner Holds It Unethical 
to Advertise Legal Services; 
Two Employes Named.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 18.— 
What constitutes the practice of 
law was defined today by the State 
Supreme Court when it gave a de- 
cision against the Peoples’ Stock 
Yards State Bank of Chicago for 
contempt of court for continued 
practice of law.

MISS FAITHFULL WROTE 
SHE'D SOON BE DEAD 


Ship’s Doctor, Recipient of 
Letter, Coming From Lon- 
don to Testify. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 138.—WNot- 
withstanding a written prediction 
by Starr Faithfull of her death, 
District Attorney Elvin N, Edwards 
of Nassau County clung to ‘his the- 
ory that she had been slain. 

Dr. G. Jameson Carr, Cunard 
Line surgeon aboard the Franco- 
nia, is on his way to New York 
from Liverpool, England, with «a 
letter mailed to him by Starr 
Faithfull the day before she dis- 
appeared. He is due Monday. 
Edwards said one line of its con- 
tents had been cabled him which 
read: “When you receive this I will 
be dead.” 

The prosecutor commented: 
“The woman was drugged, bruised 
and beaten, and was sober. One 
must admit the possibility of mur- 
der.” 

The woman's body was washed 
ashore at Long Beach, Long Island, 
June 8 An autopsy showed death 
was due to drowning. A small 
quantity of a sleeping potion was 
found in her body. She was a 
constant user of such sedatives, a 
druggist has testified. 

Dr. Carr first met Miss Faith- 
full on one of her trips to Europe 
when she became ill after drinking 
and required medical attention. 
After that she had visited him 
when the Frafhconia was in port. 
-A Woman who saw Miss Fafth- 
full in the Grand Central Station 
late in the afternoon of the day she 
disappeared has been found, In- 
spector King announced today. He 
said the new witness was Mrs. Jack 
of Larchmont, N. Y., who 
knew the dead girl, having been on 
a ship with her on a Mediterranean 
cruise. She carried no handbag, 
Mrs. Barr said, and acted as though 
she were going somewhere. 

Staanley E. Faithfull, Starr’s 
stepfather, said his daughter often 
went to the station to arrange her 
hair. He said that on the morning 
of her disappearance her mother 
had suggested she go to a hair- 
dresser’s at the station. 

The new angle, coupled with 
Faithfull’s reiteration that his 
daughter was cheerful that day, led 
police to place more dependence 
on a murder theory. Meanwhile 
police sai dthev would question a 
girl clerk In a Fifth avenue depart- 
ment store, when she returned from 
her vacation in the West, who is 
said to have lunched with Starr on 
the day she disappeared.

defend but to “‘boast”’ of the Farm 
Marketing Act and the board, Fort 
stressed the advantages of co-op- 
erative marketing and said the 
$500,000,000 appropriation given 
the board to furnish it with work- 
ing capital was “no more socialistic 
than our loans to pull the railroads 
out of prospective bankruptcy in 
1920, or the loans to the Shipping 
Board.”’ 

The speaker quoted figures indi- 
cating the co-operatives are hand- 
ling increasingly large percentages 
of the wool, cotton, wheat and 
Florida citrus crops. Referring to 
criticism that prices for farm prod- 
ucts are lower than before the cre- 
ation of the Farm Board, he de- 
clared the Chicago wheat market 
prices in 1930 never broke more 
than 20 cents a bushel under prices 
in 1929 before the board was chos- 
en, and that 1931 futures indicate 
wheat price levels will be about 
331-3 per cent below those pre« 
vailing prior to the board . 

“But what about oil? When 
wheat was 95 cents a bushel oil 
was more than $2 a barrel and 
now wheat is 60 cents and oil 37% 
cents or less. When cotton was 16 
cents copper was higher. Copper 
has sold this month at 8 cents while 
cotton has yet to sell so low. Yet 
copper and oil are two highly de- 
veloped and integrated industries. 
Certainly, the Farm Board didn’t 
cause the break in oil and copper 
prices, Its success in sustaining 
the price of wheat and cotton in 
the face of terrific breaks in oil 
and copper should bring praise and 
not blame.” 

Fort urged the credit men to 
work with the Farm Board so 
that in the future the co-opera- 
tive associations may “co-operate 


with the manufacturer and the 
manufacturer with the retail dis- 


tributer to produce the quality 
which the trade demands.” 
Turning to antitrust legislation, 


after saying trade names should be 


protected more efficiently. Fort 
said trusts are not the same as 30 
or 40 years ago, that they are 
owned today by thousands of stocke 
holders and not unduly monopolis- 
tic. , 

Amendments to the trust laws to 
modify the phrase “in restraint of 
trade” to the phrase “prices may 
not be unduly enhanced to the dis- 
tress of the consumer,” were sug- 
gested by Congressman Fort.

TE SAYSVANDERBILTIR. 
WENT GUNNING IN REND 


His Lawyer Explains He Was 
= Incensed at Peter Arno’s 
~ Attentions to Wife. 


By the Associated Press. 

= RENO, Nev., June 18.—Corne- 
iius Vanderbilt Jr. said he was 
“sorry,” but he had “nothing to 
say today about the reported rift 
with his wife over alleged atten- 
tions paid her by Peter Arno, car- 
toonist, here for a divorce. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and Arno also would 
not comment on reports that Van- 
derbilt had gone gunning for Arno 
but had changed his mind before 
reaching the Arno residence. 

Chief of Police J. M. Kirkley said 
last night Arno had come to him 
Tuesday asking for protection from 
Vanderbilt, who, he. gaid, had 
threatened to do him “bodily 
harm.” 

Kirkley said he had told Arno 
he was “big enough to take care of 
himself,” and that if anyone was 
bothering him ‘“‘to go punch him 
on the jaw.”’ 

Kirkley said Arno did not men- 
tion any attempt by Vanderbilt to 
shoot him. Arno’s attorney said 
that “if any such statement has 
been made by anyone it is absolute- 
ly untrue, and not founded in fact. 
No such occurrence took place at 
any time or place.” 

Vanderbilt's Lawyer's Version. 

The only mention of difficulties 
in the Vanderbilt household was 

made by Vanderbilt’s attorney, who 
issued a statement in which he said | 
“Vanderbilt for some time has been 
incensed over attentions that Arno 
has been paying Mrs. Vanderbilt.” 

‘It has been going on for some 
time and he could not help noticing 
evidences of affection on the part 
of Arno,” the attorney continued. 

“Sunday night, or early Monday 
morning, a car drove up in front of 
the Vanderbilt home. Mrs. Vander- 
bilt alighted and started for the 
house and Arno alighted and 
walked toward his home, which is; 
in the same vicinity. ; 

“Vanderbilt saw it and he became 
so incensed that he got his gun 
and started for the Arno home. | 
About half way over he came to his | 
senses, and returned home. He} 
later found the gun was unloaded. 

“Mrs. Vanderbilt has left the 
house and it is being occupied by 
Mr. Vanderbilt.” 

Vanderbilts Wed in 1927. ; 

The Vanderbilts married here in 
1927 shortly after he had divorced 
his first wife and the present Mrs. 
Vanderbilt likewise had obtained a 
decree, They have been in Reno 
several weeks, supposedly coming 
here for some motion picture work 
in which Vanderbilt is interested.

ALONE,” SAYS MUSSOLINI 


In Interview He Declares That Work of 
Priests Is in Religion, but “Politics 
—That’s Me.” 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, June 18.—‘“Religion is 
indispensable, not only for the peo- 
ple but for science, which it com- 
pletes,” Premier Mussolini of Italy 
is quoted as saying in a special in- 
terview printed by Le Journal.

Sion ceases. I then decide and 
everybody obeys. An oath of 
obedience is sworn on entering the 
l’ascist pary.”

Two Women Get 6 Months Because 

Child Defaced Mussolini Piciurc.

VATICAN CITY, June 18.—Two 
women leaders of a Catholic club 
for young people were arrested at 
Poggiomarino, Osservatore Romano 
says, because a schoolgirl had de- 
faced a picture of Premier Mus- 
solini in a classroom copy book. 
The incident occurred two weeks 
2go and when the authorities made 
an investigation the child admitted 
that she had scribbled in pencil 
across the picture but the two 
women were arrested nevertheless 
on a charge that they had influ- 
enced her to do so. The Naples 
tribunal imposed suspended sen- 
tences of six months in prison. 


CARLIST REVOLT RUMOR 
INVESTIGATED BY SPAIN 


Jaime de Bourbon and Gen. 
Anido Reported Preparing 
Uprising in Navarre. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, June 18.—Republican 
authorities today began an investi- 
gation of published reports that a 
military movement was under way 
to overthrow the Republican Gov- 
ernment and establish the Carlist 
pretender, Jaime de Bourbon, as 
King of Spain. Several newspapers, 
including Heraldo, said Gen. Marti- 
nez Anido, Military Governor of 
Barcelona under the monarchy, 
was on his way to Navarre to or- 
ganize an army which would march 
on Madrid and place Jaime on the 
throne. 

Gen. Anido, who was Vice-Pre- 
mier in the Cabinet of Gen. Primo 
de Rivera and long a Captain-Gen- 
eral in the army, was forced to re- 
sign his post when King Alfonso 
XIII gave way to the Republic. 

Jaime, whose headquarters are 
in Paris, was roundly cheered ata 
meeting of 20,000 Catholics in 
Pamplona, capital of Navarre, last 
Sunday for his sympathy toward 
the church. A telegram from him 
felicitating Catholics in their cause 
against the Government was read 
at the meeting. 

‘Manifesto Issued by Jaime, 

Shortly after the fall of Alfonso, 
Jaime issued a manifesto to the 
Spanish people, asserting his rights 
to the throne and urging them to 
support a Royalist Government 
which would be “renewed, pro- 
gressive and decentralized,” not 
headed by Alfonso. 

“My desire is to have a King 
head a federation, a King above 
parties,” he said. “A great part of 
the Spanish people favors the mon- 
archy, even the Republicans admit. 
It is unjust to suppress the mon- 
archy because one King did not 
know how to make the people love 
him.” 

Jaime, 61 years old, is the great- 
grandson of the first Carlist. pre- 
tender to the throne and the latest 
of a long line of Bourbon Princes 
yho trace their claims to King 
Charles IV. They were succeed- 
ed by another branch of the fam- 
ily in the person of King Ferdi- 
nand VII and later by Alfonso 
XII, father of Alfonso XIII. 

Vatican’s Note of Protest.

of Spain, is understood on good 
authority to demand that the 
Spanish Government change its 
procedure in dealing with 
church matters. The Cardinal, 
now in France, was said to have 
returned to Spain at the éxpress 
order of the Pope. The note 
is in the hands of Foreign Minister 
Lerroux. 


El Debate publishes tne text of 
the Cardinal's note to the Govern- 
ment regarding his expulsion. 

He is quoted as saying he re- 
turned to Guadalajara from Rome 
on purely canonical business in 
compliance with his pastoral duty 
“which I am violently prevented 
from carrying out. I shall raise 
the most energetic protest against 
the violation of my personal im- 
munity because of unjustified de- 
tention by the police.” 

He said he was told by a private 
citizen that the Government “would 
not guarantee his life in Spain a 
half an hour’ and that he, there- 
fore, was required to leave in haste 
without necessary money, clothing, 
medicine or even a “prayer book.” 


STIMSON BARS FORMALITY 
IN JULY VISIT TO FRANCE 


United States Secretary of State 
Wants to Learn Foreign View- 
point on All Problems. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 18.—When United 
States Secretary of State Stimson 
reaches French soil in July, Am- 
bassador Edge told Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand yesterday, he will want 
to meet leaders of the Government 
informally to discuss outstanding 
international questions and to ob- 
tain the French viewpoint at first 
hand.

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AMBASSADOR GIBSON EXPECTS 
ARMS CUT; BUT NOT SOON 


Only Problems of Dead Can Be Dis- 
posed of, He Says After Get- 
ting Yale Degree. 

By ihe Associated Press. 
‘ NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 18— 


Hugh Gibson, United States Am- 
bassadorn to Belgium, said yesterday 
he was optimistic about tLe possi- 
bility of limiting armaments, but 
did not expect to see a final solu- 


tion of the problem in his lifc#me. 
Addressing Yale alumni at a ban- 
quet after the university’s 230th 
commencement exercises, at which 
he was given the honorary degree 
of doctor of laws, Ambassador Gib- 
son said: 


“Democracy has deveioped slow- 
ly, has never been perfected and 
needs constant watching to Keep it 
in operation. The limitation of ar- 
maments is similarly of slow 
growth and its childhood needs 
constant nursing. I do not expect 
to see final solution of the problem 
of armaments in my lifetime, for 
it is a problem of human relations 
and these problems have to be at- 
tended to as long as the human 
beings involved are alive. The only 
human problems that can be def- 
initely disposed of are those con- 
cerned with the dead. 

“I do not for a minute etic 
that in any international confer- 
ence we are going to bring about 
a millenium, but I do believe that 
the idea of the progressive limita- 
tion of armaments by internation- 
al agreement has come to stay, that 
whatever the setbacks and § di-- 
couragements, our trend will be 
forward, that the imperfect meth- 
ods of the first steps will be im- 
proved upon by relays of new men, 
better trained perhaps, to deal with 
these great problems and that what 
we have started will be carried on 
farther than we can now foresee.”

In a civil suit which originated 
in the Federal District Court at 
Wilmington, Del., the Radio Cor-| 
poration was found guilty of vio-| 
lating the Clayton Anti-Trust law, | 
by compelling independent receiv-| 
ing set manufacturers licensed un-| 
der its patents to equip their sets 
with R. C. A. tubes before placing | 
them on the market.

was twice affirmed by the Circuit} 
Court of Appeals, and the United | 
States Supreme Court declined to | 
upset it. he Radio Corporation | 
contends at the words, “ad- | 
judged guilty,” can only apply to a' 
criminal action, although the au-| 
thor of the section, Senator Dill 
(Dem.), Washington, has denied | 
that any such limitation was in- 
tended. 

Since the issue is a legal one, 
depending upon the construction to 
be placed upon the statute, it is 
natural to expect that the Radio 
Commission will take steps to se- 
cure a court decision. The commis- 
sion is an administrative, not a ju- 
dicial body, and two of its five 
members are electrical engineers. 

It is anticipated that if the com- 
mission detlines to renew one or 
more licenses held by the R. C. A. 
group, the corporation will then ap- 
ply to the Federal courts for an 
injunction to prevent the refusal 
from taking effect, and to restrain 
the commission from denying other 
licenses. That would project the 
whole issue into the Federal courts, 
and would enable the R. C. A. sta- 
tions to remain in operation pend- 
ing a final adjudication.

MR. HOOVER ON SHORT SELLING. 

Mr. Hoover, in his Indianapolis speech, took occa- 

sion to censure those “small groups in the business 
world” who “make their contribution to distress by 
raids on our markets with the purpose to profit from 
depreciation of securities and commodities.” He was 
‘referring, of course, to bears, or short sellers, to 
whose activities are attributed the falling prices of 
stocks. On two occasions since the 1929 crash the 
New York Stock Exchange has sent questionnaires te 
its members to discover the extent of bear activity; 
both times prices recovered, seemingly as & seque) 
to the questionnaires. 
The subject of short selling (the practice of selling 
for future delivery securities not in possession of 
the seller) is a puzzle because so little is 
known of it. Bears do not broadcast their opera- 
tions, and the Stock Exchange does not make pub- 
lic results of its inquiries into short selling. It 
is widely conjectured, however, that bear activities 
frequently result in artificial depression of the mar- 
ket, and various suggestions have been made from 
time to time for the regulation of short selling or its 
total abolition. But the feasibility of these sugges- 
tions has always been questioned as destroying the 
function of a market, namely, the establishment of 
value through free buying and free selling. 

In 1907-09 a sweeping investigation of the New York 
Stock Exchange was conducted by a State legislative 
committee, which employed Charles Evans Hughes 
It was the conclusion of the committee 
that short selling tends to stabilize prices and that 
its evils could better be treated by the exchange than 
by legislation. The Pujo committee of 1912-13 like- 
wise failed to come out for abolition of short selling, 
but it did recommend Federal regulation of stock ex- 
changes, and complete and constant publicity of the 
affairs of all corporations with securities listed. 

Short selling in the grain market has long been 

practiced, not alone as mere gambling to reap an ad- 
vantage from the fall of prices, but as “hedging” to 
guard against loss. While hedging is considered en- 
tirely legitimate, Congress sought to cure gambling 
abuses by passing the Grain Futures Trading Act, 
requiring all boards of trade to prevent price manip- 
ulation of grains, or “cornering,” and denying inter- 
state mail, wire and radio privileges to exchanges 
violating the terms of the act. Since its passage, less 
is heard of operators of the Patten and Cutten type, 
who once tremendously influenced the price of grain 
by their trading methods. 
The fact that no drastic legislation has ever been 
enacted restricting transactions in securities is due 
partly to the difficulty of distinguishing between spec- 
ulation and investment. To deny the right to specu- 
late would often mean denial of the right to invest. 
Perhaps Mr. Hoover has some suggestion to make in 
this connection. In the meantime, it behooves the 
New York Stock Exchange to manage its own affairs 
in suc‘ a way as to avoid public criticism. 
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PULPIT ENDURANCE RECORDS. 

The world’s long-distance preaching record, claimed 
by a Washington Negro pastor with a 12-hour sermon, 
lasted only long enough for word of it to get to Los 
Angeles. That center of eloquent evangelism speed- 
ily found a white hope, and he shoved the endurance 
record up to 20 hours. However, the Los Angeles 
entry’s triumph does not withstand close scrutiny. 
Expository lantern slides and movies helped it along, 
while the Washington contestant relied on nothing 
more than his vocal cords... Thesé prolonged homiletic 
exercises recall the remark by former President Had- 
ley of Yale, that no one was ever convinced after the 
first 20 minutes. The loquacious clerics probably 
weren't trying to convince anyone, but were merely 
the first signs of our annual summer endurance craze. 
While waiting for a longer-winded exhorter to come 
along and eclipse their fame, we shall keep an eye on 
that Texan who is walking backward across the 
United States. 
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MOVING TOWARD A COMPROMISE. 

Gov. Caulfield is reported as ready to call a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature in the fall to pass a 
congressional redistricting bill, and thus avoid the 
election of the delegation at large next year, provid- 
ed a satisfactory compromise can be arranged. Be- 
cause of their majority in both houses, the Democrats, 
in the Governor's opinion, are entitled to seven of the 
13 districts, and he will approve a bill so drawn. 

The Democrats, according to Senator Kinney, are 
also in a mood to compromise, realizing, as do the 
Republicans, that an election at large is a consum- 
mation devoutly to be shunned. One of the unhappy 
possibilities of such a plebiscite is the election of 13 
wet Congressmen, “leaving the drys out in the cold,” 
which, as Senator Kinney says, would be palpably un- 
fair. Yet so coy and uncertain are the mutations of 
politics that it is conceivable, at least, an entirely 
dry delegation might be chosen, thereby marooning 
the wets, to the grief, or, at any rate, the discomfiture 
of Charlie Hay. Thus the intransigeance of the win: 
try battling yields to the tolerance and reasonable- 
ness of retrospect.

but slowly, like the ebbing of a tide. 
The forces which created it had been at 
work for years; its obliteration will also re- 
quire years, Even so, itis passing. Day by 
day, the items gather force and form, not 
the whoop-her-up bits of the “buy now” 
nonsense, nor the “all will be revealed on 
election day” hand-outs of the political 
profiteers, but the facts: prices have stopped 
falling and have begun to teeter upward; 
employment is gradually increasing; there 
are more car loadings; stock prices—that 
general index of rational hope—are bit by 
bit climbing away from the 1930 low-water 
marks. News from Europe is reassuring. 
Although no practical adjustment to the 
Russian economic problem has been sug- 
gested, there is a general sense abroad that 
nothing very terrible is going to happen to 
mankind even if the Russians do add to the 
world’s visible food supply, 

As the panic recedes, the beach is left 
littered with a mass of flotsam and jetsam, 
some of which will be of value and some of 
which may yet menace international well- 
being. Some of the trodden paths of our 
national life have been obliterated and some 
of the old inconvenient landmarks have been 
Swept away. We are in a position to re- 
build many of our institutions and to re- 
construct many of our ideas, with a com- 
paratively clean slate. The depression has 
supplied an invaluable and reassuring test 
of our national character. If we are to 
Search for good in the heart of economic 
evil, we may admit that the panic has 
been of benefit, in that it has shown us our 
own social stability and has illustrated the 
interdependence of the nations.

For a decade ‘the apostles of violent 
change and the professional reactionaries 
have behaved as though the Only things 
which stood between America and social 
upheaval were high wages and the Ford 
car. The Communists despaired of success 
because of our standard of living; their pa- 
triotic opponents argued from the same 
promise that materialism, in its true sense, 
was the American answer to Bolshevism. 
Neither side apparently considered for a 
moment the possibility that the American 
people possessed sufficient social stability 
to resist subversion in the face of unem- 
ployment and depression. This double- 
headed myth is now conclusively @isproved. 

Rarely have the patience and g00d tem- 
per of the American people shown to better 
advantage. The country has kept its head. 
With unemployed numbering from 4,000,000 
to 7,000,000, depending on which party you 
belong to, and with drouth and near-starva- 
tion conditions in the granary of the Mis- 
Sissippi Valley, there have been com para- 
tively few disorders and no threats of seri- 
ous social upheaval. With every incentive 
to subversive action among the ignorant 
and innocent victims of an international 
economic disaster, we have passed the crisis 
with no desperate efforts to kick over the 
traces or to capitalize discontent for politi- 
cal purposes. The conduct of the American 
people, in spite of the advocates of direct 
action and the advocates of police suppres- 
sion, has been superlatively sane. 

Similarly, international society has shown

greater evidence of solidarity than would 
have been dreamed possible before the 
crash. International sympathies have been 
strengthened. So far as we are concerned, 
a most notable effect of the panic has been 
to rehabilitate America in European sym- 
pathies. While we were the symbol of the 
rich and uniformly prosperous “Uncle Shy- 
lock,” we were constantly threatened with 
a sort of moral encirclement, the penalty 
for having seemed to discover the secret 
of perpetual economic youth. Now that we 
have had some conspicuous hard luck, we 
are no longer hated; we have been human- 
ized by the disaster. Europe has realized in 
the most practical possible manner that her 
welfare is linked to that of the United 
States, and while misery loves company the 
Europeans realize that they will be better 
off if we are better off. 
” - = 

Conversely, the panic has taught us that 
we are only a part of the world and that, 
if we are to achieve solid material welfare 
for our people, we must take account of 
world economics. The export of high wages 


has for some time been a fundamental fea- . 


ture in our economic life, and the axport of 
the American standard of consumption may 
easily become the test of our economic pol- 
icy in the future. While it may seem iron- 
ical to speak of high wages and high stan- 
dards in the face of our unemployment and 
destitution, the fact remains that the lot of 
the American unemployed is markedly bet- 
ter than that which prevails for the mass 
of the employed over large sections of Eu- 
rope and Asia. 

It is this fact which offers the best way 
out of the wreckage of the panic. While 
England grumbles at the dole, the dole has 
saved England from social and political dis- 
order. Europeans know, as we do not, that 
an industrial civilization cannot permanent- 
ly escape the threat of social revolution un- 
less it take measures to supply -its people 
with reasonable economic security and with 
the hope of betterment... Hence the next 
few years may witness a decisive effort by 
the Western world to fortify itself against 
the appeals to mass revolt implicit in any 
failure of capitalism to offset Bolshevism 
with the promise of individual security and 
the evidence of social solidarity. 

In this effort to stabilize our individual- 
istic-collective system, the United States 
must play its part. Otherwise, the effort 
will fail. We must be prepared to pro- 
mote an international regimen for labor, 
for uniform conditions of work, hours and 
pay, for assurance of employment and in- 
surance against economic depression. In 
other words, the task of the coming genera- 
tion ts to restore to the peoples of the world 
the hope that economics is not the master 


but the servant of society, and that the 


Christian ethic of pity, stripped of its drones 
and its abuses, affords a wider basis for 
caring for all the members of society -han 
does the rigid Marxian ethic that only he 
who works may eat.

John Hays Hammond, wife of the 
noted engineer, died here today aft- 
er an illness of several weeks. 


With the exception of Richard 
P. Hammond, who is in Paris, all 
of her four children, John Hays Jr., 
Harris and Natalie Hays were at 
her bedside. Mr. Hammond, her 
husband, and her sister, were 
Charles Hoyle of Washington, were 
her constant attendants in her last 
illness. 

Mrs. Hammond was the former 
Miss Natalie Harris, daughter of 
the late Senator Nathaniel Harris 
of Natchez, Miss., where she was 


born. She married Hammond in 
1880, and traveled with the cele- 
brated engineer throughout the 
world. She was with her husband 


during the crisis in South Africa. 
where he was sentenced to death 
for his activities as a leader in the 
reform movement in 1895-96 in the 
Transvaal. She aided in obtaining 
his release by payment of a heavy 
fine. 

She was noted for her civic and 
philanthropic work, besides num- 
bering among her friends the loy- 
alty and nobility of European coun- 
tries. She was a close friend of 
Queen Victoria, and when her hus- 
band was appointed Special Am- 
bassador to England to attend the 
coronation of King George V in 
1911, she accompanied him to Lon- 
don. 

Mrs. Hammond was in her seven- 
tieth year. She had been ill for 
some time from a complication of 
diseases. 

The funeral will be held private- 
ly at the Hammond home late to- 
day with burial tomorrow at Green- 
wood Cemetery in Brooklyn, N. Y.

NEW YORK. 

ATS on Rikers Island have at- 
R tained the menace of millions. 

It swarms with them. Rikers 
is a miasmatic wasteland where 
metropolitan garbage is dumped 
and burned. The brooding area is 
coiling day and night with a fog of 
acrid smoke. ji 

The caretaker and assistants go 
armed with heavy clubs to beat off 
fiercely savage rodents. Employes 
sleep in berths poised on steel 
stanchions tbat rats cannot reach. 
Garbage scows daily bring a new 
supply of rats. Their propagation 
is a matter of higher arithmetic. 
Rabbits in comparison are race 
suicidists. Dogs brought to battle 
on Rikers have been routed. 

Poison and other measures are 
emptying the ocean with a sieve. 
So long as rats keep to the island 
the danger is small but scientists 
declare, they are able to swim to 
land or ride bobbing drift wood 
ashore as a lumber jack foots a 
twirling log. 

Rats organize like gangs. They 
send out scouts and when fertile 
pastures are found they move in 
the manner of an army—and al- 
ways under cover of night. No city 
in the world is honeycombed with 
SO many tunnels and other means 
of rapid rat transit. 

Tt is now urged the city hold a 
Rat Killing Day yearly. This was 
done in Milan in 1928 and more 
than a million were destroyed. 
While no section is immune, the 
majority of rats hold forth around 
the wharves along the water 
fronts. : 

VERY Saturday night in our 

town stray dogs gathered 
about the flour mill for the weekly 
rat killing. Mill workers carried 
clubs and wore bicycle pants guards 
to keep the rats from running up 
their legs.

He 
croaked: “My only out is the riv- 
er.’

Four- 
teen years ago I could not only 
have matched him with self pity 
but tossed in a couple of good crys 
and a long moan to boot. And now 
iook—not only all merry and 
bright but plum full of the Old 
Ned.

FLUENCE HEALTH 


Dr. William Engelbach Urges 
Early Treatment for Pitui- . 
tary Disturbances. 


The importance of determining 
at an early age whether children 
have an excess or deficiency of 
growth hormones, was emphasized 
by Dr. William Engelbach, widely 
known endocrinologist of New 
York, formerly of St. Louis, in an 
illustrated lecture on diseases of 
the endocrine glands at the Medical 
Society last night. 

Irregularity of the growth hor- 

mones of the pituitary gland, he 
pointed out, would not only affect 
stature and weight but the entire 
organic and functional systems. 
e Dr. Engelbach is completing for 
Publication the results of three 
years of studies in endocrinology 
made possible by a $100,000 foun- 
dation established by California 
and Oklahoma men. 

Pointing out that a child of three 
has generally attained half the 
growth that may ordinarily be ex- 
pected, Dr. Engelbach said that 
adequate treatment at that age is 
effective in overcoming pituitary 
disturbances. : 

Unusual changes in the bone 
structure, in the heart and other 
Organs, and in the blood pressure 
may result from pituitary disturb- 
ances, he asserted. Over-activity 
of the pituitary gland in adults, 
he said, is apt to result in bone 
growths that would affect the en- 
tire physiognomy. He was of the 
opinion that about 10 per cent of 
the so-called malnutrition changes 
of children are caused by hypopi- 
tuitarism, that is, under secretion 
of growth hormones. 

The functions of growth hor- 
mones are now believed to be 
closely inter-related to those of 
other hormones, according to Dr. 
Engelbach, and have a particu- 
larly close association with sex 
hormones. 

Dr. Engelbach described a sim- 
ple means of determining any in- 
sufficiency or excess of growth 
hormones through the application 
of a standard chart indicating av- 
erage height, weight and _ girth 
measurements at given ages. Vari- 
ation from the chart figures de- 
termines whether the patient is re- 
ceiving enough or too few hor- 
mones from the anterior lobe of 
the pituitary gland. 

The lecture was under auspices 
of the St. Louis Clinics, which 
opened a two-week course for prac- 
ticing physicians last Monday. Dr. 
Engelbach conducted an endocrine 
clinic this morning at Jewish Hos- 
pital.

RECEIVER NAMED FOR 
GARDNER MOTOR CO 


President of Corporation Ap- 
pointed After Failure of 
Stockholders to Meet. _ 


Directors of the Gardner Motor 
Co., unable to obtain a stockhold- 
ers’ quorum to authorize retire- 
ment from the automobile manu- 
facturing business, consented today 


to the receivership sought in a 
pending suit. Russell E. Gardner 
Jr., president of the company, was 
appointed receiver by Circuit Judge 
Rosskopf. 

Gardner expressed belief that the 
receivership would be able to ac- 
complish virtually everything the 
directors had desired. Two at- 
tempts had been made, the latest 
on Tuesday, to obtain sufficient 
stock representation to approve 
withdrawal from the automobile 
business and reduction of the par 
value of the stock from $5 to $l a 
share, or from $1,500,000 for the 
300,000 shares outtanding to $300,- 
000. The directors also wished to 
disburse about $400,000 in cash to 
the stockholders, which could not 
be done without reducing the par 
value, and to distribute the com- 
pany’s 30,000 shares in the Detroit 
Aircraft Corporation among its 
stockholders. 

Assets of $1,000,000. 

Gardner said it was his under- 
standing that, if the Court’s con- 
sent could be obtained, he would 
be empowered to disburse the cash 
on hand and the aircraft stock and 
dispofe of the company’s automo- 
bile parts business. He pointed out 
that the company was solvent and 
had no debts, and was possessed of 
nearly $1,000,000 in assets. The 
officers decided several months ago 
to quit making motor cars because 
of the difficulties facing a small 
manufacturer. 

The receivership suit was filed 
April 16 by Oliver T. Remmers, 
lawyer and chairman of the Elec- 
tion Board, who owns 80 shares of 
the company’s stock. He alleged 
that the business had been losing 
heavily. Remmers agreed to an 
amendment of hts petition, elim- 
inating objectionable chargeg, 
Gardner announced.

The stock is widely scattered, 
mostly in small holdings. It is list- 
ed on the New York S8stock Ex- 
change, where the last quotations 
ranged from 75 cents to 87% cents 
a share.
